Spiritual Guides: Saint, Sat- Purusa & Jnani-Purusa 
(Dialogues with Dada Bhagawan) 



Seeker: God looks after our complete welfare. Only He can solve 
our problems and bring us on the right path. 

Dadaji: God doesn't look after it. He doesn't interfere here. The 
welfare in the world is carried out by the divine godly human 
beings only. There are three kinds of such Divine Persons. 

1. Saint ( Santa-Purusa) 

2. Self-realized one ( Sat-Purusa) 

3. Fully enlightened one {Jnani-Purusa) 

God has assigned them the authority and powers for spiritual 
welfare of the mankind. The world is benefitted by their 
Divinity. 

Seeker: It is said that the guidance of a Guru (teacher) is necessary 
for one's own spiritual progress. 

Dadaji: Yes, it is true. Without a teacher, one cannot even get the 
worldly knowledge. How can one progress in any stream without 
particular knowledge about it? In every situation of life, one is 
required to learn new things and for that, one has to take guidance 
and help of an experienced person. 

Seeker: Very true. Right from birth, our parents teach us so many 
things. And then send us to the school to learn and get educated by 
the teachers. In this current fast-paced modem world we have to 
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keep updating ourselves by learning new things day by day, 
otherwise we will be outdated in no time. Even if you want to reach 
an unknown place, you need to seek someone's guidance. 

Dadaji: Similarly, proper guidance is a must for one's spiritual 
development. And in this case, if you just keep walking without 
asking anybody, you never know how you would get stranded. 

Seeker: You mentioned earlier about three kinds of divine holy 
persons: Saint, Self-realized (< Sat-Purusa ) and Fully Enlightened 
Person {Jnani-Purusa). Could you please tell us more about them? 

Dadaji: A person, in whom the impurities of propensities of 
reflective consciousness {Cittavrtti) have diminished to a large 
extent, can be called a Saint. The person in whom the propensities 
of reflective consciousness have become pure and is almost free of 
any impurities, is called the Sat-Purusa. The person whose 
propensities of reflective consciousness have become completely 
pure and pristine is called Jnani-Purusa , the fully enlightened 
person. The Jnani-Purusa is free from any kind of impurity of 
reflective consciousness. The Saint has not yet realized pure Self. 
The Sat-Purusa has realized pure Self and follows the fully 
enlightened person Jnani-Purusa. 

Following a true saint is better than following a self-styled God 
man. While being devoted to a true saint, people may get peace and 
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feel relaxed just like sitting around a bonfire in a cold-winter. It 
doesn't help you permanently; there will be status quo once you get 
up and go away from the fire. A Self-realized person ( Sat-Purusa ) 
may bestow much more peace of mind. Whereas fully enlightened 
person uplifts you and gives permanent peace and bliss. If you 
humbly ask him, “Kindly bestow permanent peace and bliss on 
me!” and if he doesn't do so, then he cannot be called a Fully 
Enlightened Person ( Jnani-Purusa ). 

Seeker: All the preachers are called Saints ( Santa-Purusa ). 

Dadaji: A saintly person is humble and amicably gets along with 
everyone. Although having anger, pride, deceit and greed in him, 
however these are under their control. Nevertheless, we have to 
regard him as a Saint, why? Because people have accepted him as 
such, which is why he is called a Saint. Whereas a fully enlightened 
person (. Jnani-Purusa ) is totally free from any trace of anger, pride, 
deceit and greed. 

One is not a saint if he is selfish, only for himself. Living for others 
must be an attribute of such a saintly person. Day and night, in all 
his actions he must be following the sole goal of how to be helpful 
to others. 

The major attributes of Saints are that they do not take any money 
and keep away from sensual pleasures (sex). 


Saints are not greedy, no matter what religion, caste, creed they 
belongs to. One is called a true saint, who makes others happy and 
do not in any away deprive others of their happiness. 

A true saint is tolerant and forbearing adversities. If he doesn't have 
these attributes, then he cannot be called a saint. Saints must be 
unselfish. 

Once the quad of anger, pride, deceit and greed recedes to a great 
extent, then one turns into a saintly person. So long as the anger, 
pride, deceit and greed are present and noticeable, one cannot be 
called a saint. A true saint is not interested in name or fame. If you 
insult him, and he doesn't react aggressively to it, doesn't respond 
harshly to it, then know that he is a saintly person. 

Anger, pride, deceit and greed are controllable in a true saint. Even 
though you try to provoke them, a saint would control these on his 
own. 

Seeker: Does one improve or benefit from acquaintance with a 
Saint? 

Dadaji: A lot can be changed. Whose quad of anger-pride-deceit- 
greed is under-control can help us control our anger-pride-deceit- 
greed too. 

If youngsters go there, then know it to be a genuine person, 
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otherwise not. It doesn't matter, how intelligent or stupid those 
youngsters are, but if youth don't go there, if young children and 
illiterate women don’t go there, then there is no true 'knowledge' at 
that place. If children are not found there either, then understand 
that there is nothing useful. Then it is only verbosity, entertainment 
of speech and entertainment of intellect. 

Saints are unselfish by their very nature. They are peaceful and 
completely honest. 

Seeker: Are there any honest and pure saints in the current times of 
Kaliyugal 

Dadaji: When are they called honest and morally correct? If they 
accept things just enough to satisfy their own basic sustenance 
needs like food and living, and not for luxurious life. They should 
not accept cars or any other luxuries. They have the right to ask for 
food. They can ask us to provide food. Whether we give them food 
or not, they would remain unperturbed. 

Saint means a person without any sort of possessiveness, my-ness. 
He has no attachment to any material item. There are many saintly 
persons in this world including in Western and Muslim countries. 
You will find holy persons everywhere. Any holy person like 
Auliya is a saint. Christian pope, Muslim Auliya, Hindu Sadhu and 
ascetics from Himalayas all are Saints. All straight-forward and 


pure-hearted persons are called Saint ( Santa-Purusa ). Deceitful 
and dishonest persons cannot be called saint. True saintly persons 
bestow peace to people. 

Do not worry about the future. Everything will change for better in 
future. Even Sadhu -Saints will change. Everything will change. 
Pure saints will appear. It doesn't matter how much they know, but 
they should be honest and pure. Pure saintly persons will be a great 
help to the world. 

For true welfare of'Self ( atma-kalydna), acquaintance with a Self- 
realized person is essential. Jhani-Purusa Shrimad Rajchandraji 
has said: 

“Do not search for anything else. Just find a self-realized person 
(Sat-Purusa), totally surrender yourself to his lotus feet and 
follow him with all your devotion! And still if you don 7 get 
liberation, then get it from me. ” 

Seeker: Who is called a Self-realized one {Sat- Purusa)1 

Dadaji: The one who has realized the Self ( atma ) and is having 
right vision, is a Self-realized person {Sat-Purusa). No one else can 
be called Self-realized one. Who has experienced the immortal 
permanent Self {atma) and even if his real vision is yet to fully 
blossom, still he is called a Self-realized person {Sat-Purusa). 
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Sat-Purusa is spiritually more advanced than the saints because he 
has actually experienced his real Self. Jnani-Purusa Shrimad 
Rajchandraji has said: 

“Sat-Purusa is the one who remains forever in usage (anchored) to 
his real Self. His sayings might not have been ever heard elsewhere 
or seen in scriptures, yet one can experience his enlightened 
speech; He has no worldly desires or expectations and just living 
oriented to his true Self and with inner solitude, without ever trying 
for any sort of name or fame. 1 find it difficult to describe the Sat- 
Purusa hence just prevail that you will have to seek his personal 
guidance sooner or later; should you aspire for liberation. ” 

Now, what is called the 'usage of true Self? Orienting oneself all 
the time in the real Self ( atma ), and not even for a second 
identifying oneself as the non-Self-matter (mind-body-speech 
complex), is called the usage of true Self 

The one who doesn't miss out on being anchored to the true Self, 
not even for a moment, is a Self-realized one. 

His speech shall be unique, never heard before and won't be just 
like quoted from the scriptures. He has experienced pure Self and 
his speech is genuine which springs out from the inner stream deep 
within, out of his own experience. Every single word of him has the 
potential to create numerous scriptures. Yes, you can create new 


scriptures out of his speech. In his speech, you get the extract of all 
the scriptures of all the religions. 

A Sat-Purusa does not have any kind of worldly desire; he has no 
liking to huge chunks of money or tons of gold. He doesn't have a 
thought about women either. 

There is a big difference between the state of a Saint and a Self- 
realized one. People mistakenly call a saintly person as a Self- 
realized ( Sat-Purusa). 

A saintly person has not yet realized his Self (atma). Self-realized 
ones are very rare to find. 

Seeker: Is experiencing the eternal Self (Sat) called Self- 
Realization? 

Dadaji: Yes, Sat means eternal Self. Once a person has realized 
pure-Self (atma), he then can be called a Self-realized one (Sat- 
Purusa). Who is superior to a Saint? A Self-realized one! 

A Saint is still in search of pure-Self (atma), therefore he cannot be 
called a Self-realized person. Who yearns for Self-realization is 
called a Saint, whereas who already experienced the divinity of 
eternal Self (atma), is called a Self-realized person. 

One who knows the eternal Self, is a Self-realized one, while the 
one who remains oriented in uninterrupted experience of the 
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eternal Self is called a fully enlightened one ( Jnani-Purusa ) who is 
the fully blossomed soul incarnate and the one rarest of the rare to 
be found in this world. 

Seeker: Kindly tell us more about the fully enlightened one ( Jnani- 
Purusa ). 

Dadaji: A Self-realized person ( Sat-Purusa ) has got the divine 
vision about the pure Self with somewhat experience of the eternal 
Self, whereas the fully enlightened one ( Jnani-Purusa ) is 
completely manifested as the pure Self, and is capable of 
bestowing distinctive experience of Self (Soul) and Non-Self (non¬ 
soul) to others. Th q Jnani-Purusa is the liberator indeed. 

Difference between Sat-Purusa and Jnani-Purusa is their 
respective extent and degree of experience of the pure Self, the 
difference between them is not much otherwise. The only 
difference is that, Jnani-Purusa has attained more spiritual powers, 
whereas the Sat- Purusa has less. Both of them having attained 
godly qualities, can be said God, the persons of divinity. 

Seeker: What is the difference between all the popular Saints and 
the fully enlightened one (. Jnani-Purusa )? 

Dadaji: Saints cannot be called fully Self-enlightened. Saints have 
not realized the real Self yet. If the Saints come across a fully Self- 
enlightened One (. Jnani-Purusa ), then only they get their 'problem' 


solved. After all, they also need a. Jnani-Purusa. There is no other 
way for Liberation. Everyone desires the ultimate freedom. 

Saint may possess spiritual powers relating mind, body and speech 
according to their own development, whereas a fully enlightened 
person ( Jnani-Purusa ) has experienced the real Self in toto, hence 
the Jnani-Purusa has divine spiritual powers of full enlightenment. 
And that is why Jnani-Purusa can even be called the God di 
persona. 

A Saint has ego and has somewhat powers of mind-speech and 
body, which are not fully developed yet. Whereas ego is not at all 
found in a Jnani-Purusa , because He has realized the pure Self in 
its entirety and hence the related spiritual divine powers have also 
manifested in him. 

Seeker: Many preachers claim that they are full of knowledge and 
enlightened. 

Dadaji: There are such persons claiming to be full of knowledge, 
but what do they know? They are full of verbal knowledge hence 
can be called 'knower of scriptures' or persons of knowledge as 
such, but that is of no avail. People may call them Enlightened, 
persons of knowledge, but they are of hardly any worthwhile help 
for one's spiritual development. But a Jnani-Purusa is above all the 
holy books and scriptures like Vedas. After studies of the four 
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Vedas, what do you get to know? The Vedas proclaim, “This is not 
that, this is not that.... What (the pure Self) you are looking for, is 
not in these Vedas. The pure Self cannot be described in words, it is 
beyond expression. That is why; go to Jnani, who knows the real 
Self, who is superior to Vedas!” 

Those, who preach the Holy Scriptures, are knower of the 
scriptures and can be said to have verbal knowledge but not the one 
having experiential knowledge which is beyond the verbal 
knowledge of Holy Scriptures. 

The knowledge ( Jnana) possessed by Jnani-Purusa is called 
Vijnana which is the 'Knowledge' that functions on its own, 
whereas the knowledge of scriptures is not self-active or auto¬ 
functional. 

One cannot find the real Self in the books. Books only indicate the 
direction. Books only mention about various tools and means but 
do not take you to the goal of unveiling the true Self. Jnani-Purusa 
can unveil your real Self. Only by direct grace of Jnani-Purusa, 
can one attain Self-realization. 

Seeker: Dadaji, how to identify genuine Jnani-Purusal 

Dadaji: How would you identify him? He is easy to spot. His 
divine aura and the surrounding atmosphere of his presence are 
unique. His speech is distinct, never seen or heard before. He can 


be recognized by his words. 

Oh yes, he is easy to discover by his divine eyes. Look into the eyes 
of Jnani-Purusa. What do you see in his eyes? In his eyes, you 
won't find any look of sensual glance or worldly interests. By 
looking to someone's eyes, people get to understand the kind of a 
person he is. When you look into the eyes of the Jnani-Purusa, you 
find complete detachment and divine love in his eyes which true 
seekers can recognize. Such eyes are not found anywhere else in 
the world. 

Seeker: Shrimad Rajchandra said, “true seekers of liberation, do 
recognize the divine person.” 

Dadaji: Yes, true seeker of liberation is rare to find. It is difficult to 
become such a seeker in its true sense; there may be hardly one 
among thousands. How many are there of that kind? 

A true seeker of liberation will at once recognize Jnani-Purusa. 
Such a seeker is oriented to the ultimate goal and wants ultimate 
freedom. His only desire is that of liberation, nothing else but 
liberation, can at once recognize Jnani-Purusa. The true seeker's 
eyes can detect Jnani-Purusa. If you are indeed a seeker of 
liberation, you would at once identify Jnani-Purusa, otherwise 
not. So, come to me as a sincere seeker of liberation. 

Jnani-Purusa is without any kind of ego or sense of inebriation of 
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any sort. Just by looking at him, you can tell that he is a Jnani- 
Purusa. But these miserable fellows look at his clothes and may 
think, “why would one dress up like that?” By thinking this way, 
one deviates the path. But yes, the one who craves only for 
liberation can discover Jnani-Purusa. Whereas who craves for 
other things like fame, status etc. cannot recognize a Jnani-Purusa, 
because of inner veils. 

Jnani-Purusa is easy to spot. He can be called wonder of the world! 
He is the one who doesn't live as the body-self, who is not an owner 
of the body, speech or mind. He can be distinguished from the rest. 
Despite having body, not having the sense of ownership of it; in 
spite of speaking words, not having a sense of ownership of his 
speech; in spite of having mind not having a sense of ownership of 
his mind; with such unique attributes, it is not difficult to identify 
the Jnani-Purusa (fully enlightened person). 

Jnani-Purusa is the 'divine flame of enlightenment'. 

His words penetrate through your veils of ignorance and touch 
your real Self and hence accepted by your Self! Believe it to be 
true, only if your own Self accepts the words. 

You won't require any 'barometer' when you listen to such unheard 
divine speech of Jnani-Purusa, it is self-evident! His words are 
accepted by all the different kinds of people. No one would feel that 


His speech differs from that relating one's own faith, because He 
has complete extract of all the faiths and religions. No matter what 
faith one might be following, may it be Vedanta, Krishna, Mahavir, 
Islam or Jesus; Jnani-Purusa has got the essence of all the faiths. 
Therefore, Jnani-Purusa is helpful in spiritual advancement to 
everyone with any belief system. 

Jnani-Purusa speaks out of his own enlightened experience, in His 
own unique way! Usually, everywhere else you will find only the 
same words reiterated from scriptures only. 

His speech, demeanour, humility and gestures are captivating and 
soothing to your mind. He has got many such characteristics. He 
possesses glory like the sun as also is serene like the moon. Two 
such opposite qualities are seen together in Jnani-Purusa. 
Furthermore, He is profound like ocean and steady as mount 
Himalaya. Such great qualities are found in Him. 

The blissful smile of a Jnani-Purusa is unique in the world! His 
smile is unrestrained and tension-free. His smiles make others too 
delighted and forget their stress and woes just on the moment one 
sees Him. His enchanting smile delights everyone and makes them 
forget all their glooms! 

Jnani-Purusa doesn't have an iota of intellect! How many people 
are there without an iota of intellect? He has nothing to hide hence 
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is open to sky. One who is totally free of passions of anger, pride, 
deceitfulness or greed is called Jndnl 

Jnani-Purusa is without ego, not even an iota of ego is found in 
Him. There is no one without ego in this world, only Jnani-Purusa 
is completely ego-less. 

Jnani-Purusa must look like an ordinary worldly person. Having 
reached the ultimate destination, He is fully aware of the body and 
the physical senses with a perfect mindfulness. What to praise 
more about him; Shrimad Rajchandraji has said that Jnani-Purusa 
is the God incarnate. 

Jnani-Purusa is a 'wonder of the world'. His being in this world is 
an exceptional incident. He is unparalleled, incomparable hence 
match-less. Being unrivalled, can He have competition with 
others? Unrivalled has got no competition. 

There are differences among the ignorant people but not among the 
Enlightened Ones. All the Enlightened Ones are similar in¬ 
principle. 

Seeker: It is said that genuine Enlightened Ones live in seclusion, 
away from masses, hence are hard to spot in the society. 

Dadaji: Jnani-Purusa would never try to hide himself from the 
world. He is always open to all. He lives in the society only, not in 


the caves or jungle. Only the practicing seekers are found in the 
caves or jungles, but the fully enlightened one who has reached the 
supreme state, lives among the people in the society. He lives 
among the crowds, for mankind's welfare! That's why fully 
Enlightened Ones don't hide themselves, but the practicing seekers 
do, until they finish their practices. Due to the great need of 
mankind's welfare, the Enlightened Ones don't live in the caves. 

There is nothing more left to know for a Jnani-Purusa, He has 
known everything in this 'world'. He knows everything in this 
world hence can explain everything and eliminate our confusions, 
and that is why He can be called Jnani-Purusa ! He doesn't need to 
refer or read a book. 

Seeker: Dadaji, is there any law of nature, that a true seeker who 
aspires to find a Jnani-Purusa would come across him. 

Dadaji: Yes, of course, one who sincerely aspires for anything 
shall certainly come across it. With continuous earnest aspiration 
and inner projections, one may get all the things one may wish, but 
it must be done heartily. 'Anything will be alright' - attitude doesn’t 
help here to reach the 'goal'. 

People just care about sensual pleasures and satisfaction of their 
passions of anger, pride, deceitfulness and greed! But the one, who 
has become more or less dis-interested in the sensual pleasures and 
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passions, can recognize a Jnani-Purusa. 

Generally, existence of a Jnani-Purusa is not there in the world 
most of the times. It is the rarest phenomenon. He is born in the 
world as an exceptional case, and in that case if the seeker without 
inner hindrances or reservations happens to meet him in person, 
can get uplifted to the goal of realization of Self. 

Birth of a Jnani-Purusa seldom takes place in this world, may be 
once in thousands of years! The one who has fully experienced 
pure Self, such Enlightened One is always in ultimate blissful state 
with no agony left; hence we can get spiritually uplifted by his help. 
The one who has attained a perfect blissful state, can help us to 
progress on the spiritual path. The one who has swam through the 
worldly ocean of life, only can help us swim; otherwise the fellow 
who himself is drowning, cannot anyhow help us swim!! 

Seeker: On what basis does one come across the Jnani-Purusa ? 

Dadaji: On the basis of most auspicious merit karma, only a few 
people may have earned this kind of karma. Not everyone has this 
kind of meritorious balance of punyanubandhi-punya karma , the 
sort of karma one accrues on account of single-minded quest for 
self-realization irrespective of the lures of worldly comforts! Even 
the neighbour of the Jnani-Purusa may fail to take the benefit of 
Jnani-Purusa because of limited grasping ability on this account. 


Should we come across the Jnani-Purusa , then we should with all 
humbleness requests him for only one favour saying, “Sir, kindly 
solve my puzzle. Light up my inner candle! Bestow ultimate 
freedom unto me!” 

Seeker: What does the gift of ultimate freedom mean? 

Dadaji: It means, while fulfilling an ordinary life with kids, wife 
and family, bringing up the kids, performing all the duties in the 
society and yet remaining anchored in pure-Self bliss, completely 
detached and unaffected from these affairs! In spite of living a 
worldly life, such enlightened knowledge ( vijnana ) enables one to 
stay detached and unaffected in every situation. 

Not even for a second, Jnani-Purusa remains oriented in the body 
and yet He does his business and performs all his worldly duties. 
He is doing his business remaining completely detached and 
equipoised, then why can't you do the same? Why don't you get 
inspired and be encouraged then? 

One cannot attain self-realisation without the help of Jnani-Purusa 
in person. Jnani-Purusa is the divine personality competent to 
make you distinctly realise your Self from the non-self-complex. 
He is called Bheda-Vijnam, the spiritual scientist who is capable to 
bestow on others the experiential knowledge of their own pure Self 
and non-self as totally separate entities. 
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Seeker: Can 'knowledge' be bestowed? 

Dadaji: Yes, it can be bestowed. 'Knowledge' and Ignorance both 
can be bestowed. The whole world is bestowing the ignorance 
(darkness), whereas Enlightened One gives knowledge (light)! 
Both can be passed down. One will happen to get the ignorance or 
enlightenment according to one's own inner development; both the 
things happen just incidentally. 

Truly enlightened knowledge must be active on its own, being self¬ 
operative. All the acquired knowledge (information) from the 
scriptures does not become operative as it is not self-active. True 
knowledge works on its own; you don't have to do anything for 


that! That knowledge itself keeps you aware all the time, and 
remain present under all the circumstances. The knowledge 
(information) gained from the scriptures or the people do not 
function on its own. We have to recall and activate that knowledge 
(information) with conscious efforts. 

Jnani-Purusa may tell that “please come and get the divine 
knowledge, get to know your Self!”. Albeit, since he stays 
completely detached; will not reiterate or write you reminders! 
Therefore, be alert in your own interest and focus on attaining your 
goal of self-realization and liberation through the help of Jnani- 
Purusa in person.

In today's world, economic activity is mainly concerned with 
production of goods, improving upon its speed and quality aimed 
only at the profitability. In the process of increasing profit, if the 
process harms the nature or human being, or results in slums and 
problems of addiction etc., it is considered to be of marginal 
importance. Aim of an economic activity is said to give maximum 
employment with maximum possible pay packet. 

As the economic activity does not consciously touch upon the 
negativity of human beings and its correction even as its secondary 
aim, only a slow natural process takes place in the development of 
man-kind. 

An economic system whereby human being is being continuously 
fed with ever increasing desire to have more and more material 
comforts, results in weakening of human mind with resultant fear, 
excited nervous system followed by multiplication of medicines 
and diseases; sex, violence and tranquillizers become part of 
every-day life. To add fuel to the fire, competition wants to throw 
out an old business into extinction, consequently sense of 
insecurity and helplessness is added to the above referred evils. 

Nature does not act like an absentee landlord. It tries to restore its 
balance and this creates a new horizon of spiritual approach to 
economic activity. In this system, conventional method of 


economic activity - namely production of goods and services is 
given secondary importance. Primary concern is to purge the men 
of their hatred, greed, jealousy and violence. A systematic training 
programme in theory and practice needs to be undertaken with 
clear target insight. 

Once this takes off in a reasonable way, mind generates sufficient 
energy from within to keep itself cheerful and excess material 
needs become unnecessary to keep oneself happy. This includes 
luxurious expense on house, cars, dinners, parties, drinks, TV, late 
night parties, ornaments, farm houses, beach resorts, private air¬ 
crafts, foreign trips, excessive marriage expenses etc. As the 
healthy mind does not become sick frequently, excessive medical 
bills are also cut-off. As a result, decrease in all these expenses 
requires less of material goods to keep one happy. Modem 
necessities like car, telephone, house, refrigerator, TV, traveling 
etc. are not eliminated but excessive requirement gets curbed. This 
is the first step in spiritual approach to economic activity. 

Once the consciousness becomes pure or starts off from impurity to 
purity, nature provides whatever we want; house, money, factory, 
technology, job or any reasonable necessity to give effect to the 
nature's task of producing goods and services to make life happy 
and enjoyable. Very little effort is required to sustain this 
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production. It almost happens automatically. It is stress free. It does 
not depend on flattering or pleasing anybody. It does not depend on 
government policy. Only condition which sustains this activity is 
the purity of consciousness, which in turn invokes the divine 
powers of nature to sustain it. It grows and develops by itself. It is 
self-sufficient, self-sustaining, and independent of whims and 
fancies of government and vagaries of nature. 

In this system, there is no water tight compartment between 
spiritual activity and economic activity. Spiritual activity means 
cleaning ourselves of negativities and this supports economic 
activity. Material prosperity in turn provides necessary 
infrastructure for internal cleanliness. In the end, it becomes a 
chain reaction. Such is the grand design of nature - unfoldment of 
divinity within men and women. 


When economic activity is based on spiritual principles and in turn 
helps in unfolding divinity, competition becomes meaningless. 
There is enough for supporting spiritual economic activity of entire 
mankind by producing adequate goods and services. Nobody 
needs to be wiped out. Only organizations who are not able to 
continue are those who are not on the right path. Competition 
becomes superfluous as there is room for everybody to exist. 
Instead of competition, there is a desire for subjective excellence. 
Such an economic activity radiates peace and joy, is truly inter¬ 
dependent in the sense that it supports nature and in turn nature 
supports its children, an eco-friendly economic activity.

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Seeker: Dadaji, kindly explain what are the ultimate basic 
elements in this universe. 

Dadaji: One basic scripture of the Jain path, called Tattvartha- 
Sutra is the book of sermons which explains the world elements, 
the basic elemental world elements. They are 6 in number and they 
are all perpetual. Every element is on its own and out of which one 
is God element. God is an element, but it is the same in every 
human being. Human beings are the evolved living entity amongst 
all, even amongst Deities and all kinds of living beings of the whole 
universe. Human being is basic living entity that can acquire 
absolute knowledge of God Self, absolute perception of God Self, 
absolute perpetual blissful state of God Self in this body (of 
human). Bliss relates to God, not to body. Kindness relates to body. 
Kindness is a good beginning for religious belief that develops 
further up, good qualities like kindness, humanity. 

Like the Master (Dada Bhagawan) explained, those are the 6 
elements and he also explained who is the doer of this world. World 
is active as we see. Can anyone ever experience the world as a 
passive entity? No. That is why Einstein studied time, space and 
motion. 

Look this book, “Dialogues with Dadaji on Life and Living” in 
English. One Indian couple, living in Frankfurt, Germany for past 


(Dialogues of Ms. Anna Lena, a German Seeker with 

Gyani Purush Kanudadaji ) 

20 years, came to India some time back. I requested them to take 
this book and try to translate into German. He gave it for translation 
to a German saintly person, just household, not religious, but 
saintly person who honorarily did the great translation work. 
Saintly living is living at heart, not in the head or in the dress. Dress 
is for outer recognition only, nothing more. It cannot make you 
recognize anybody who the one is inside. It is very difficult in these 
times. People never live like what they are inside. They live 
differently. Mind is in one direction, speech is in another direction 
and behavior is in a third direction. All dissipated. Body is united. 
Everybody is in the body but behavior is dissipated. That is the 
reason for today's worries and unhappiness in everybody. Nobody 
can ever say, with certainty, that I am happy at heart. 

I can see that you are in a good evolved state and your parents must 
be also in good state. What are they doing? 

Seeker: My father is a Doctor and my mother is teaching. 

Dadaji: That is good. Both are noble professions. All other 
activities in life are commercial in nature. Even the religions have 
become so much so because they gather money, assets and 
everything. They should not do that. 

The couple from Germany invited me to go there but due to 
circumstances, I could not go. Though I hold the time in my palm 
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the whole time, 'I' do not hold it. It is just there. The time is within 
my knowledge and it is contained in my knowledge. Time cannot 
be contained by anybody. That is what Einstein tried to say. He 
wanted to understand the whole universe and everything. He 
wanted to understand Space, Universal Space and Unified field 
theory also. 

In our spiritual understanding and experience we have understood 
what Einstein wanted to say by saying unified relativity, theory of 
relativity, unified field. By unified field he went to a point and 
stopped, because he could not go further and then he believed in the 
destiny. Destiny plays dice. That means his belief in God was 
indirect, but it was there. Human beings cannot go beyond that, and 
if they go, they invite their own disaster. That is what today's 
technology informs, the technology given by power centers. 

Everybody wants to have power, but nobody can contain that 
power. You have a powerful car which you drive with full control 
but it can go boom. You should have power but it should be used in 
a contended way, that is called having power. Only experienced 
people can have that power and they cannot use it on their own but 
by very presence that power gets contained. God power is the 
ultimate power, infinite. But the relative world powers and 
universal powers are limited in stature because they are the power 


centers of the human beings who want to control power in every 
way. Intellectual way wants to control intellectually. Those who 
have Clairvoyance (6th sense) want to control their way. They can 
do so because they have a natural gift. It is possible. Clairvoyance 
is a natural gift that every human being has, to an extent of one's 
development. Some people can communicate with others thought- 
wise andperception-wise. 

Say, I would like to visit New Zealand if circumstances are 
favorable. A human being cannot act on his own, never ever. Only 
circumstances can play the playing role for human being to live. 
But people cannot understand what the circumstances are, because 
to understand circumstantial living, one should have the 
knowledge of the science behind that. That is what the Master 
gave. 

"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself Jesus 

Seeker: Dadaji, can you tell me what Jesus wanted to say by “thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself’? 

Dadaji: This is how Jesus lived also in his times and he gave 
humanity a message that “Love thy Neighbor”. What he meant was 
that, 'Love thy Neighbor' means nearest and closest to you. Closest 
is normally a wife to her husband. So, love your wife so much so 
that you love your own life. 
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Are you a doctor? Are you studying Medicine? 

Seeker: No, it is not medicine, Neuroscience. 

Dadaji: Neuroscience - as a science it is good. Germany is aNation 
where our Master said, “what I want to explain to the world is that 
how this world gets operated automatically. Self-time bound 
continuously; this is how it is operated. If some good scientists 
from Germany, of high thinking caliber come to me, I can explain 
to them and those scientists can explain to the world in the lexicon 
language, in their own local terminologies, for the ordinary 
people.” Because this is a very high science. 

Your degree course of Neuroscience is definitely good science. It is 
the understanding of the nervous system of the head and full God 
Light is concentrated only in the head part. The spinal cord that 
comes up and joins (at the base in the head) at that Pineal gland is 
very subtle. Doctors cannot penetrate it. It is in the center of the 
forehead 2-3 inches deep and from the sides of the whole head. 

The God Light is concentrated in the whole head and the body 
uniformly from head to toe. It is evolved in the head in the human 
body. In the human being it is in the head portion right from the 
original human beings (from first human being) till today in this 
age of material science. 


The Universe 

Seeker: Can you please explain more about science and black hole 
in the universe? 

Dadaji: Whatever science is there today, all over the world 
involving all Nations and particularly in the Western world as well 
as Asia, science is everywhere. Even some places in the Dark 
Continent of Africa, it is there today. Rest with the other world, 
they are evolved, but there are some dark comers. 

Likewise, in our body also there are dark comers where God Light 
cannot penetrate, but that darkness cannot swallow the God Light. 
That is what we call the 'Black Hole' in the universe, in this celestial 
world. 

So those Black Holes, as it is understood, are that they are existing 
in the whole Universe. In short, now I will explain to you the 
Universe and world aspect. 

So, what is the shape of the universe? The Shape of the universe is 
the shape of a human body. Top of the head up to the chest is 
celestial point, naval is the center point. Above the navel is celestial 
belt and above the celestial point higher forms of Deities live there, 
they are not real God though. They have bodies, but different kind 
of bodies. From celestial belt to above the head, there are different 
levels. Highest kind of Deities is at the forehead level. That is the 
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end of the universe. The head is in crescent form. Above that, there 
is buffer (vacuum) in the space and there is empty space. Then there 
is a place in the space (above the head) where liberated souls in 
infinite numbers are located, just at the end of the universe at the 
top. Every human being can get liberated but very few achieve that 
state. 



(Dadaji is standing up to demonstrate.) 


Now, I will explain the whole thing. What is the world, what is 
living aspect and what are living aspects that have not yet entered 
the world in a relative sense? Those living beings, who have 
entered the world, whose whole existence in the relative sense has a 
name. Even the smallest like Amoeba, very subtle, which has the 
potential to be fully developed as human being. So, when the living 
entity acquires a name, it enters into the world. It steps into the 
stream of world and goes on evolving. 

Darwin's Theory of Evolution 

Seeker: Is Darwin's evolution theory correct then? 

Dadaji: Yes, the Darwin's evolution theory is correct, to the point 
where the living entity gets developed till four senses as well as to 
the five senses (touch, taste, smell, sight, and hearing) is developed 
in non-human entities. It is correct for five sense non-human 
entities like cats, dogs, fliers, creepers and four legged. They have 
got human capabilities but in a very lower form. They are directly 
related to human beings. The kind of life human beings live 
(according to their inner tendencies) is directly related to maybe 
fliers, creepers as well as four legged. 

Seeker: Why human being is called fully developed? Animals like 
kangaroos, penguins are also developed having their legs and 
hands. 
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Dadaji: You may think, they are down on two legs with two other 
legs held up, but they do have hands though not like human hands. 
Human hands are fully developed. So is human being fully 
developed of all the five senses. And as per the science of five 
senses, everyone can experience that 'I am human being', but that T 
factor that relates to the body is wrongly placed. That is called 
egoistic placement. 

'I' placed on its own, which relates to God State (own true Self), is 
the correct placement. 

Seeker: How to correct that placement of'I'? 

Dadaji: Using a tool. Master is in that stature and after him this 
body (Kanudadaji) is instrumental in transcending the Divine 
Knowledge to whomever so desires. 

My name is Kanubhai and lovingly they call me Kanudadaji. His 
name was Ambalal Patel, in Godhood state he was lovingly called 
Dada Bhagawan. 

He was cremated there (in Kelanpur) on our own land, which is his 
and my father's. They were lifetime business partners and were 
from the same village. Therefore, this protege got well blessed by 
Master right from childhood. I was the eldest of the five brothers 
and I know him very well from my 6th year. But that does not 
acquire any importance. What acquires importance is how you 


understand him, how you see him. That is most important. 

That Divine Knowledge is called God Blessings which is coming 
through the experienced and enlightened state through the medium 
of the body. Body is a medium and without a medium no 
experience (enlightenment) can exist. That experienced state 
within the body is independent, medium-less. And just as you say 
the whole space is independent. Space is not dependent on 
anything, is it? No, but because the universe is located in the whole 
space, unilateral space, in the center, just as a form of human being. 
Macro, in an experienced state not in size, and mini in an 
experienced state as in human being. Mini and macro and yet it is 
the same body. 

Seeker: Can you please explain more about the universe? 

Dadaji: The shape of the universe is in the shape of human being 
macro state. Every individual human being represents macro state 
in the miniature human body, that is the shape of a human body. 

So, the shape of the universe is the shape of the human body. 
Whatever part of the space occupied by the body shape is the 
stature of the Universe. In that universe there are infinite multiply 
by infinite livings in the lowest form. There are evolved forms, 
which bear names, in a limited space from head to toe. It is called a 
square, vast distances from head to toe, a square within that Area 
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only. Outside that is living entity, infinite multiply by infinite, but 
they are in very lowest form, infinitely infinite. They also have a 
mind but nothing is developed, but still there is life. The way 
bacteria are minutest. Today's medical science went much deeper 
in that. In the center of this squarish place is the name bearing 
entities. First is Amoeba, the one sense animals for example, 
vegetation in the sea water. They have one sense only. The 
vegetation whatever you see in the sea, all of them. They can feel 
the touch but cannot experience it. It is the developing natural state 
and like that one by one the senses get developed. They get 
experience by which they can move and get their food etc. Certain 
life like coral that you see in the water, take food like small insects. 



So that Universal space is human body like and the head is the 
small portion of the universal space and conically it expands at the 
chest area. The two cones are reversely placed one over the other. 
So, at the center belt (at navel) are all human beings and creatures, 
world entities. There are fifteen human worlds in that belt. It is a 
very vast belt out of which our world is one of them. There are five 
worlds like ours. Four plus ours fifth where human beings do exist 
and absolutes also, but in certain period of time, not all the time in 
time-cycle. Central belt is such that all the time-cycle is positive, 
not totally positive but maximum positive. Negativities are there 
but positive being in majority, it wins. Negativities cannot rule. In 
our type of worlds, times change from topmost happiness to 
bottom most unhappiness, where human beings get such a weird 
looking stature of 2-3 feet in a life of 15 to 20 years. Living is very 
weird but human seed is there. This is the rising happiness (on the 
left) and other side (right side) is the diminishing happiness, where 
time cycle is performed. This is the Biblical course. 

So, from under the celestial belt there are 7 layers of lives, which 
are of negative sufferings. From above the celestial middle band 
are the positivity sufferers. We see Milky Way and celestial world, 
where scientists say are million, but No, they are innumerous, but 
everyone has its own galaxy. Actually, galaxies are like that, they 
are very vast. Living entities are in big numbers, but the liberated 
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Cosmic Wheel of Time

Experienced life that has no END but perpetuality that is the 
experienced state, the realized state. 

Hindu Festivals 

Seeker: I saw colorful decorations on the way from Airport to here. 
I think, there are some festivals going on at this time in India. 

Dadaji: The year 2074 (by Indian calendar) has started from 
yesterday and today is the second day. This day is the second phase 
of the moon and observed by sisters by inviting their brothers to 
lunch and they express their love and well-being for their brothers. 

Same thing when they tie the rakhi, we call it Raksa-bandhana on 
full moon day in the month of Sravan. It comes once a year. That 
day also the sister ties the protective band (rakhi) on her brother's 
hand, expressing her love and wishing for the wellbeing of her 
brother. She prays for her brother's health, wealth and happiness. 
Likewise, brother shows love for sister by going to lunch at her 
place and offer prayers. 

Paths towards Emancipated Stage 

Hindu Religions that the Western world knows today and the 
intellectuals and so many histories on religion have described is not 
actually well described. There are very good thinkers in the 
Western world and particularly in Germany. They have understood 
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all these scriptural treasures of the Hindu science, but there is a 
stream of Hindu science that evolves towards the emancipated 
stages. Self-experienced emancipated stages, but very few, rare 
can make it to the common point. Another stream called Lord 
Mahavir's stream, Jaina, that stream is also like that where only rare 
like the Master, who was in ordinary dress, can make it. They both 
meet at a common point. So, these two main paths of salvation and 
liberation meet at the highest emancipated common point. All the 
differences have been evolved for both the paths. Paths are separate 
yet they have evolved. 

You can see that there are so many paths of religions of the world 
today, yet there is unilaterality of understanding each religion. 
Religions are not incorrect, they are correct, but they are relatively 
correct not really. Because the religions that are observed all over 
the world by those who believe in those religions, are based on the 
development of their belief in that religion and the language of the 
religion. For example, Bible, they understand in their way, 
Germans understand their way and French understand their way. 
All Nations follow that. So, does Christianity, Islam, Hindu and the 
VTtaraga- path. 

Seeker: What does VTtaraga mean? 

Dadaji: VTtaraga means devoid of attractions and aversions. The 


body is transformed in God knowledge. That knowledge gets 
showered on others by the Divine Blessings through the medium of 
the body. 

“The world is the puzzle itself 

-Dada Bhagawan 

Body does not do anything, but the whole world believes that I do. 
They don’t know who is the doer? That is the puzzle of the world 
and that is why Master says “the world is the puzzle itself’. He has 
not said the world is the puzzle by itself. So, world is noun and 
’puzzle’ is an adjective. So that is His invention of the past many 
lives. 

So, the world is the puzzle itself. It is not by itself. Had it been told 
by the Master as by itself then the world itself becomes the doer. 
No, it is not so. There is cosmic power which moves this world in 
actual. Every human being is a miniature entity of the whole 
Universe. I am now going to describe it to you. God is not a woman 
or a man. God is God. Body is male, female of every human being, 
you, me and everyone. Body is not wrong perse, it is good but you 
should not punish body to achieve Godhood state. Why? What is 
the fault of the body to be punished? The whole world does that in 
all religions. Fasting, suppressing etc. But human beings cannot 
cross natural boundaries, never. Every human being is given a 
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certain natural boundary for life that is their independence, but that 
independence cannot expand so much so that out of want they can 
do anything, which is not allowed in the society. No, it is not so. 
Germany is very well with that and of course, some other countries 
also, but there are very few such people in these critical times. All 
around, you can see times of negativity and those living with the 
positive attitudes are minimum. So, the majority rules. 

America is fighting North Korea and South Korea is fighting North 
Korea. You can see that everybody is preparing. Whatever 
weapons are made, are not made just to be kept in the show, they are 
bound to work one day, but nobody knows that; everyone fears 
when that day will come. There will not be extinction of the world 
at all, let me tell you, there won't be. Human seed cannot get extinct 
altogether, it will be there in the life. 

Seeker: Who can best explain about God? 

Dadaji: God related verbal expressions also get well explained by 
an experienced state to everybody including commoner also; but 
unfortunately, in today's world of commercial nature; intellect has 
gone so high for even those living simply, but they are ruled by 
intellect. Intellect is not bad in itself, but living by intellect is, and 
then there is no other light except the intellect. Intellect is God 
Light but it has come through the medium of egoism, the way we 


can look at the world through a glass, concave and convex, like this 
only. 

Intellect 

Seeker: Where is intellect located in the body? 

Dadaji: So, light coming through egoism that gets in the living 
form of entity; is the intellect which is with us. Remembrance is on 
the right side of the brain and intellect is on the left side. Back of the 
head is consciousness. Top of the head is God point and the point 
between the two eyes is the causal-mind. We can experience 
through this point, everybody can, but the seat of the effect-mind is 
very close to the heart. Nobody can see it or reach it. So where is the 
question of controlling it? The way the whole world tries to do, it is 
impossible. 

Seeker: Dadaji, kindly explain more about the inner organs. 

Dadaji: So, these are the four basic inner organs of the body. Ego, 
basic location is near the heart but connected through the Pineal 
gland, which is 2-3 inches deep in the forehead and the surface, is 
between the eyes but who can know this, one who does not (claim 
to) know anything in this world! So, the ignorance is on the basis of 
ego and ego's existence is on the basis of ignorance about one's own 
Self. Nobody gets to question their own self as to 'who could I be'? 
After all, who am I? Does anybody question to one's own self? 
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Have you seen anybody? 

Seeker: I have heard lectures by Professors about this. 

Dadaji: Professors say all that but that is through intellect. Their 
vision is higher than other people's. Thinking and intellect can also 
vary from person to person according to individual's evolvement. 
But that intellect which is harmless and impartial about one's own 
relative body-self is called right intellect. In world lexicon for 
every commoner, Master called it common sense. 

Judiciaries are ruled by common sense. All powers are ruled by 
common sense, but they use it as per their own comfort. That is 
human society. It is very difficult to live in the society as well as out 
of society at the same time, very difficult. Only an experienced 
state can live like that. We have been living like this for past 57 
years with the grace of Master. In my 32nd year, though I was 
closest to him, he somehow picked me up from the ’rough sea’ and 
that was my experience. Then it expanded. 

In 1958, He (Dada Bhagawan) got experienced in a very noisy 
railway station in Surat. He was sitting there at the station while 
changing trains and going from one place to his place. At certain 
junction they have to change the trains. So, within the two hours 
wait. There was a simple gentleman in service with him. Today he 
is living in a village and does not speak a word. He lives like he 


knows nothing. Can anyone live like that? I know nothing? 
Everybody has knowledge of something! 

This is, should I call it tragedy of life or comedy of life? What do 
you say? 

Seeker: I don't know. 

Dadaji: Shakespeare was very poor but his natural living was high. 
He came up and was respected by Royal Family. All the dramas 
erected by him, written and scripted have come out from his 
experience only. To be or not to be, Laurence Olivier, Othello, 
Macbeth, Midsummer's Night Dream, Merchant of Venice and 
Portia. The lawyer who said “yes, you should give one pound of 
flesh but on one condition. There should not be a drop of blood 
when you take the flesh.” Everyone was puzzled. That was high 
common sense. 

So, what do you think, is human life a comedy or tragedy? A 
mixture of both. Those who are very comedian live a tragedy life at 
heart, and those who live tragedy life outside are happy inside. 

So, from the outer phases you cannot understand a human being in 
these times, very difficult times. We are accustomed to understand 
this way only. 
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Ego 

Seeker: Dadaji, can you please explain about ego? 

Dadaji: So, ego is the base of ignorance, it is founded on ignorance 
and out of this ignorance this intellect, body-consciousness, body- 
mind are found which are very subtle. They are inside the body and 
the body gets operated by those active entities (mind, intellect, 
body-consciousness and ego) within our body. They are very 
subtle in nature and mind is the subtlest. If mind can get contained, 
by the Blessings of God, that directly emanates on to you and 
showers on to you through the medium of a Jnam body. Without 
medium nothing can happen. Medium is the medium which no one 
in the world knows, nobody. Highest of highest intellectuals - 
nobody knows that I may be a medium. If a human being 
understands this point that I am a mere medium in this world, what 
sort of ego will he have? He will be with humility and kindness in 
the ordinary. But God Father has compassion, what Jesus said. And 
all other religion's head also say that. 

So those internal organs make body function and make us active in 
the social life as a human being with five senses. Five senses on the 
outside of the body are working-senses by which we can live and 
the same five senses from the inside of the body through these four 
inner organs are lighted through the intellect. For example, eyes. 


Eyes can see but this is called physical seeing, and behind that, it is 
'enlighted' by those inner organs which also is eyes. The doctors, 
ophthalmologists have progressed a lot but unless there is power 
behind the eyeballs, they cannot function because they are 
connected to Pineal gland and so on. That is Neuroscience. 

People are accustomed to seeing from outside only, superficial and 
nothing about inside. What is human-being inside, one has to 
understand.
